Eu gene V. Debs and Franklin W ent­ 
worth, socialist party , d ate not set. 


Dr. Wanless Tells of Med ical Missions 
and Their W ork in Ind ia, 
On accou nt of other attractions, 
d ou btless, bu t a small congregation at 
the Presby terian chu rch Thu rsd ay 
ev ening listened to the ex ceed ingly 
interesting ad d ress of Dr. Wanless, a 
retu rned med ical 
missionary 
from 
Ind ia, in which serv ice he has spent 
fifteen y ears of his life. 
The speaker sta ted tha t there were 
fou r arms of the Presby terian mis­ 
sionary work, the ev angelistic, ed u ca­ 
tional, 
pu blicity and med ical, and 
tha t of the fou r a rms, he represented 
the last. He consid ers the med ical 
arm to be the a rmy of artillery in the 
missionary 
wo rk, and 
sa id 
tha t 
throu gh the aid o f ho spita ls 
and free 
med ical dispensa tio n giv en to the 
thou sand s of po o r 
and others throu gh­ 
ou t India a friendly feeling has been 
created a mo ng the nativ es" for the 
missio n wo rk, and tha t their hearts 
are mu ch mo re ea sily 
won ov er to the 
cau se o f Christia nity . 
The d ev ou t med ical missionary is 
fu lfilling as nearly as possible the 
mission of Christ, who carried with 
him phy sical and spiritu al healing; 
and hav ing wrou ght by his skill th e 
cu re of some terrible bod ily d isease, 
he has an u nex ampled opportu nity to 
point the recov ered patient to the 
Great Phy sician of sou ls 
The med ical m inion d isarms preju 
d ice. 
The 
Presby terian 
Mission 
board has established in Ind ia 4 3 
hospitals and 4 9 d ispensaries, where 
thou sand s of patients hav e been treat 
ed . The great imped iment to Chris 
tianity grows ou t of the caste sy stem. 
Were it not for this the whole of 
Ind ia wou ld become read y conv erts to 
Christianity , and the med ical mission, 
more than any other agency tend s to 
break u p this sy stem. In the hospital 
w ith which the speaker was connect­ 
ed , d u ring the first y ear ony y low*caste 
patients cou ld be Ind u ced to accept 
treatm ent; bu t in a y ear high caste 
people as well came for treatm ent. 
T heir d u e necessity is ou r opportu nity . 
In speaking of the phy sical cond i­ 
tion of the cou ntry , he stated tha t 
throu gh sin and filth the people are in 
a horrible cond ition. The d aily ablu ­ 
tions of the people hav e been allu d ed 
to as an ev id ence of their cleanliness; 
bu t many of the people nev er wash 
themselv es, and those who d o, nev er 
; u se soap and bathe in crowd s in the 
most filthy pools, ou t of which they 
also 
d rink, 
so 
tha t 
their 
ablu ­ 
tions 
are 
a 
religiou s 
observ ance 
and not a means of pu rification. Some 
id ea of the su ffering of the people may ! 
be gained from the fact tha t in the ! 
d istrict in which Mr. Wanless oper 
- 
' 
ated among the nativ es, one in ev ery 
ten was blind , one in ev ery one hu n* 
d red was a leper, and one ou t of ev ery 
two hu nd red was insane—mostly the 
resu lt of phy sical and moral u nclean* i 
ness. 
Since the congress of religions in 
Chicago in 1» 93, the intelligence of the 
Hind oos has been greatly lau d ed ; bu t 
after thirty centu ries of Hind ooism 
i 
only six ou t of ev ery thou sand of the 
ad u lt popu lation can read . 
When we 
j teach them to read and to be clean; 
when we cu re them and care for 
them , we giv e them anoccu lar d emon* 
! stration of Christianity -^an ex hibi­ 
ts io n of d isinterested lov e; and so we 
! reach their inner life, and their ey es 
' are opened to the practical sid e of 
' Christianity .

In the hospital Christian serv ice is 
i held 
ev ery 
morning, and Su nd ay 
* school each Su nd ay ; and in this and 
* other way s the med ical mission makes 
1 possible other forms of mission work 
| 
Other points of interest in connec- 
1 tion with the med ical mision were 
tou ched u pon and illu strated by anec­ 
d otes d rawn from the speaker’s own 
ex perience 
and observ ation. 
His 
whole ad d ress was a thrilling story of 
the work d one by the med ical arm of 
the great mission work, and it was 
tilled with stories of actu al incid ents 
and occu rrences.

A l t e r i n g S tam p s . 
No change or alteration of any sort 
should be made by a collector in his 
stamps. 
It was a custom some years 
ago among collectors to erase cancella­ 
tion mark s from their stamps in order 
to mak e their stamps better. 
The ef­ 
fect of the attem pt was not all that 
could be desired. 
The erasures were 
not perfect, and the stamps in the 
changed condition, being neither can­ 
celed ^n or uncanceled, were simply in­ 
ferior damaged specimens. One of the 
most common ways of altering stamps 
at the present time is to erase the word 
“specimen” from a stam p having this 
overprint. It cannot be done so that it 
will not be detected, and the stamp in 
the altered condition 
is 
worthless, 
while as a “specimen” it had some 
value. It has frequently happened that 
stamps, valuable in their original con­ 
dition, have been made worthless by 
attem pts to increase their value by 
alteration.—St. Nicholas.
